The overwhelming approval of the bond 
issue pian. gives the county commissioners 
power to begin at once the construction of 
new infirmary buildings on the 8 

und near Blue Island. By the time 
. . are completed and equipped 
the state probably will be in position to take 
charge of the insane asylum at Dunping. 


‘New Infirmary Is Necessary. 

The adoption of the bond issue is the cul mi- 
nation of a pian which lirst was proposed in 
1890 to turn over to the state the care of the 
insane This plan necessitated the remova) 
of the intirmary from Vunnhing. 

The bond e was authorised by the coun- 
ty board on ch 2, the resolution receiving 
the unanimous approval of the commission- 
ers. The last of the bonds must be retired in 
twenty years, They bear interest at 4 per 
cent per annum. 3 

Commenting om the bond issue vote, Presi- 
dent William Busse of the county board said: 

i am rejoiced over the pronounced victory 


for the infirmary bonds. It shows the people 


of Cook county have faith im the county 
board that they will spend this money judi- 
ciously. No small part of this is due to the 
newspapers, who have enlightened the pub- 
lic on the subject.”’ 

The tax rate for the county will not be in-

A triumph over the 
powerful Pease republican organization in 
this ward was one that ordinarily could not 
have deen accomplished save by an equally 
powerful organization with an army of work-, 
ers and plenty of money. | 

The defeat of Badenoch in the Thirty-see - 
ond also was a source of gratification to the 
league, which had recommended Tinsman.

CITY GOES DRY; MAYOR QUITS 


Mattoon Ousts Saloons and Lewis 
Lehman Resigns Office. 


CAN’T STAND LICENSE LOSS. 


Executive Will Give Up His Job on 
April 29. 


Mattoon, III., April 7.—[{Special.}--In ac- 
cordance with statement made three 
months ago, Magor Lewis Lehman will re- 
sign from office April 29, because Mattoon 
went dry today. 

Mayor Lehman is president of the First 
National bank here, and is one of the weal- 
thiest citizens in the county. 

He is temperate, but says that as mayor he 
cannot consistently head the city government 
because the loss of $19,000 derived from nine- 
teen saloons each year will cripple the city 
finances beyond relief. 

Mattoon is taxed almost to the limit now 
and had voted to purchase a water works sys- 
tem costing $135,000. Mayor Lehman count- 
ed on the licenge money to meet this debt. 
He received on the republican ticket more 
majority votes last spring than the total for 
his opponent. bs 

Mayor Lehman has been in the state senate 
twice and is now a member of the University 
of Illinois. board of trustees, being a member 
of the finance committee. 

All. Coles county, except two out of twelve 
townships, went dry by good majorities to- 
day. In these two townships there was no 
local.option vote and there are no saloons. 

Mattoon went dry by 64 votes and Charies- 
ton by 94. Oakland went dry on a ratio of 
8 to 1. 

Thére are nineteen saloons in Mattoon, 
thirteen in Charleston, and twenty-one in 
Oakland. 

After May 1, when the city licenses ex- 
pire, there will not be a licensed saloon in 
Coles county. The largest vote in the his- 
tory,of the county was polled and excitement 
was high all the day. 


DANVILLE KEEPS SALOONS; |. 
ELECTION FRAUDS CHARGED. 


Hottest Campaign in History of City 
Ends in Victory for Liquor Men— 
Georgetown Township Dry. 


Danville, UI, April 7.—[Special.}—The 
wets carried the day in Danville by a major- 
ity of 2,000 votes. The ninety-two saloons 
whose licenses were imperiled by the dry 
agitation will keep their doors open. 

Georgetown township, with twenty-three 
saloons, went dry by a small majority. 

The campaign was the flercest ever waged 
in Danville. 

Notwithstanding the fact that rain set in 
at 11 a. m. and continued till the polls closed, 
woérkers on both sides remained at their 
posts till the last man had voted. The re- 
sult.was the largest vote ever polled in the 
township. a 

In the presidential, election of 1004 7,573 
votes were cast in the township. Today's 
vote was near 10,000. In the Thirteenth pre- 
cinct, where 477 votes were cast in 1904, 900 
were cast today. In this precinct twenty 
arrests were made for electioneering inside 
the Umits and one man was arrested 
charged with accepting a bribe. 


Freeport Remains Wet. 

Freeport, III., April 7.—[Special. ]—The 
township of Freeport, with forty-four sa- 
loons, went wet today by 714 majority. The 
total vote was: For license, 2,336; no license, 
1,622.- From six to a dozen women were at 
each polling place, but did little active can- 
vassing. 

The town of Harlem, with one saloon, 
went dry by 16 majority. Riodott, with two 
saloons, is wet by 113 majority. 

Of the eighteen townships in Stephenson 
county seventeen voted today under the local 
option law, and fourteen of them went dry. 
Of fifty-three saloons in the county seven 
were voted out.

Under the proclamation of Mayor Mo- 
Donald the saloons were not permitted to 
open when the polls closed. 

While the anti-galoon sentiment was 
strong here it was increased by disgruntied 
politicians and voters, who accused the 
saloons of domineering politic, and took 
the opportunity to rebuke them. 

The indications are that every township 
in Macon county went dry. 


Galesburg Dry by 600. 

Galesburg, II., April 7.—[Special. )—Gales- 
burg went dry today by 600 majority. The 
day was pleasant save during the afternoon, 
when rain set in. The heaviest vote in the 
history of Galesburg was polled, but there 
Was no disturbance worthy of note. 

The greatest majority for local option was 
in the Third ward, which was 429. 

The saloons had all the livery rigs, but 
the local optionists had scores of donated 
rigs and automobiles and many workers. 

Women did not appear at the polls, but 
went to the enurches and spent the day in 
prayer. The church belle rang every hour 
to remind voters of their duty. The saloon- 
keepers had their entire forces working at 
the polls. 

The causes contributing to the defeat of 
the saloons here were the compact organiza- 
tion headed by R. V. Field, a real estate man; 
the sentiment created by the Rev. William A. 
Sunday, and the feeling that saloons had 
not been complying with the law. 

The gaming dens over some of the saloons. 
run in open defiance of the law, helped in- 
tensify the sentiment. 


Carmi Routs Saloons. 


Carmi, III., April 7.—[S8pecial.}—Local op- 
tion won a sweeping victory in thie city today 
and White county swings into the dry column 
by a heavy vote. Every one of the ten town- 
ships voted on license and the temperance 
forces won in all. In this city a spirited and 
spectacular fight was made. Three hundred 
school children led by a brass band paraded 

he streets and church bells tolled all day. 

he fight was hotly contested by the saloon 
men, but temperance won by a majority of 
275. 

Carmi has had saloons with one or two 
intervals, for over sixty years, and the vie- 
tory is a signal one. Eight saloons will go 
out of business in May in this city and three 
more will be closed in the county. 

Party politics was ignored and interest cen- 
tered solidly in the liquor fight. 


Dry Victory at Rockford. 

Rockford, III., April 7.—[Special. I The bat- 
tle between wets and drys”’ in Rockford 
today wae the hottest and the vote polled the 
largest in the history of the township. Fifty- 
three saloons were voted out of existence in 
this city by a majority of 164 in a total vote 
of nearly 9,500. 

The result was go close as to upset all cal- 
culations. 

The temperance workers probably had the 
better organization. Challengers on both 
sides were busy, but those representing the 
local optionists showed the most activity. 
Where their challengers did not work fast 
enough to suit them the anti-saloon cam- 
paign committee appointed others. 

In many cases the voters turned away by 
protest of prohibitionists were followed about 
the city to see that they did not vote else- 
where. In one district the judges sustained 
fifty challenges made by the anti-saloon side. 
There was no disorder and no arrests. 

The Swedish-American districts, which 
were expected to go strongly against saloons, 
gave only a smal! majority for the dry side. 
The Tenth and Eleventh districts, where 
many business men and manufacturers live 
and always strongly license, gave a large 
majority against the saloons. The change of 
sentiment in those two districts is largely 
attributed by the temperance workers to the 
big meeting last Sunday managed by nearly 
half of the lawyers of the city. 

Local optionists had easier work carrying 
the other thirteen townships of the county 
where the question was submitted. Only one 
of the townships, Pecatonica, was pre- 
viously wet. Three saloons were forced out 
there. The entire county is dry for the firat 
time in thirty years. The two townships in 
which a petition was not filed have never had 
A saloon.

Springfield and New Berlin the Only 
Wet Places in County in Which 
Capitol Is Located. 


Springfield, III., April 7.—[Special. I— This 
city and the HNttle village of New Berlin, 
eighteen miles west ot here, are the only 
„wet places in Sangamon county as the 
result of the balloting today. 

By a majority of 1.804 votes in the capital 
township, which is coextensive with the 
boundaries of the city of Springfield, the 203 
saloons in this municipality are saved. 

There are two saloons at New Berlin, which 
went wet by five votes. A total of forty- 
six other dramshops in the county are wiped 
out as the result of the voting. 

Fifteen out of the twenty-seven townships 
in the county had no saloons, but these also 
voted “ dry on the proposition.

Prohibition Chairman Talks of Results 
in State and City with En- 
 “thusiasm. 


The prohibition headquarters at 92. La 
Salle street was the scene of more enthu- 
siasm last night than the followers of the 
cold water banner have known for many 
moons. While the prohibitionist leaders 
based most of their joy on the reports of 
“dry” victories downstate, they professed 
to be highly encouraged by the result in Chi- 
cago, claiming an increase of 70 per cent over 
the prohibition vote of last election. Also 
they declared that the prohibitionist party 
will elect six members of the legislature next 
tall.

Blair Dry for First Time. 

Blair, for the first time in its history will 
have no saloons this year. Dr. R. C. Mead 
was elected on the dry ticket with a plu- 
rality of 130. 

In Alliance the influence of railroad em- 
ployés in favor of prohibition was seen in 
the defeat of saloons by a majority of 100. 
Both the Brotherhood of Locamotive Fire- 
men and the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers adopted resolutions opposing saloons. 
There was only one ticket in the field, and 
the license question was settled on direct 
vote. 

Cambridge, which never had saloons, re- 
mains in the dry column. Tecumseh, which 
had saloéns last year, is in the dry column 
by a majority of 67.

‘Disquieting Feature Shown, 


The disquieting fgature of reports coming 
into the government, and which have been 
turned over by the immigration bureau to 
the ‘attorney general for examination, ariges 
from the fact that here is a similarity in 
different cities of che anarchist situation 
Which seems to show clearly the existence of 
& general organization, of which local soci- 
etieg are subordinate groups. There is a 
similarity in signs and passwords in differ- 
ent cities indicateng that they come either 
from a central source or from anarchist 
textbooks and newspapers devoted to the or- 
ganization of groups of Reds. 

In many cases, according to reports re- 
ceived at the immigration bureau, the an- 
archist groups seem to be highly organized. 
That is to say, there are subordinate societies 
or lobbies, delegites from which constitute 
higher bodies, and these elect more exclusive 
£roups until one comes to a small inner circle 
or executive, Whizh may consist of but two or 
three men. This elaborate | organization 
means a larger membership than was at first 
anticipated, and also mean an organized 


propensity for evil which needs correction. 


Study of Foreign Born Subjects. 

Some time ago the civil service commission 
sent out a remarkable instruction to all of 
its subordinate bodies. The new rule which 
was adopted by the commission requires 
that an especial stud should be made of the 
antecedents of every person of foreign par- 
entage applying for service in any capacity 
under the United States. It was supposed 
at the time that this was merely a statistical 
matter, but it is now Known that it had 
a much more serious basis. 

The rule of the civil service commission re- 
garding foreign born persons applying for 
examination ‘was intended to cover an un- 
expected phase. at the anarchist .situation,, 
WHchbdvince has been more fully developed 
by reports made to the immigration bureau 
of the department of commerce and labor. 

Meanwhile anarchist publications through- 
out the country have been undergoing care- 
ful scrutiny in the office ot fT rd Aasiatan’ 
Postmaster General Lawshe: Only a4 few 
days ago La Questione Sociale, an an- 
archist paper at Paterson, N. I., was ‘denied 
use of the mails by direct order of President 
Roosevelt. Other publications may be simi- 
larly excluded, according to the report just 
completed by the attorney génerak This 
will not break up anarchist literature, but 
Will make it less easy to circulate than pre- 
viously.

Guards Bite All Coins. 


The presence of the plant is incicated from 
time to time when large quantities of tead 
and pewter dimes and quarters are thrown 
upon the penitentiary financial market. 

So eommon have these spurious coins be- 
come that guards suspiciously. bite every 
plece of money started into circulation. even 
by visitors in the miniature settlement in the 
outskirts of Chester. 

The ingenuity of. prisoners did not stop 
even. with manufacture of counterfeit coins, 
according to the assertions of guards. It was 
distovered a short time ago that they have 
deviséd a method of manufacturing a drug 
‘to take the place of opium, for which many 
prisonere are fiends. Whatever the drug i 
made of, it appears to have the desired effect. 
Prisoners have been discovered in cells 
dreaming as extravagant dreams as ever 
resulted from a night in an oriental opium re- 
sort. 


Punish with Electricity. 


Judicious application of an electric current 
as a sedative when inmates of the peniten- 
tiary became too violent or were sup dto 
need a stimulant today was admitted by. of- 
ficials of the penitentiary here. Deputy 
Warden W. B. Dowell told the legislative in- 
vestigating committee how strong batteries 
commonly known to the prisoners as hum- 
ming birds were used in enforcing dis- 
cipline. 

Is it true that prisoners were placed on 
tables and forced to submit to these electric 
shocks in order to compel submission?” 
asked Chairman John W. Hill of Mr. Dowell. 

„ es; we occasionally used an electric 


battery on refractory prisoners,” replied the 
witness. 

„ Fou know criminels of the type that we 
have here are likely to do anything, and we 
must be able to subdue them.“ 

“Is electricity often used?“ was the next 
question. It would seem to me that is 2 
barbarous way of torturing human beings.” 


Shock Makes Man Talk. 


„Not often,“ answered the deputy warden. 
„Only in extreme cases. Sometime ago one 
of the prisoners pretended that be could not 
talk. We used a little of the current on him 
and it was not long before he began talking 
as well as anybody. He never has become 
dumb since. 

„On another occasion a prisoner became 
presumably violently ‘Insane. He was tied 
to electric ‘wires and it didn’t take long for 
him to become perfectly sane. n 
is marvelous in such cases. 

Representative Manny remarked that it 
was the most brutal form of epgereing dis- 
eipline that he ever had 


Negro Zullies Werra 


Phen. the ‘witness was asked about the Bory 

that Rube Lacey, a muscular negro pris- 
oner, had been used to bully prisoners who 
did not comply with the rules of the institu- 
tion with seemly haste. 

“Yes, Lacey occasionally was employed in 
subduing the more strenuous prisoners, 
answered Dowell. “ It is not true, however, 
that he was armed with a cat-o’-nine-talis 
and told to beat the prisoners unmercifully. 
When prisoners in solitary refused to acceda 
to the orders of the guards Lacey was sum- 
moned and asked to assist the guards in sub- 
duing them. I do not know of any case 
where more force than was absolutely neces- 
sary was used in subduing prisoners.“

The case is one celebrated in the annals 
of British jurisprudence, and the govern- 
ment prosecutor of the day was taken to 
task and criticised by the leading English 
newspapers for neglecting to institute crimi- 
hal proceedings against Lord St. Leonards, 
based on the decree of the Court of Probate. 

Not long afterwards the wife of this second 
Lord St. Leonards, a member of the ancient 
and historic house of Dashwood, obtained 
a judicial separation m her husband, on 
the ground of misco tand drunkenness, 
and later on he was convicted of a particu- 
larly disgraceful assault on a poor servant 
girl, for which he, in spite of his rank as an 
hereditary legislator, was sentenced to a 
term in jail. i 

He died, forgotten, despised, and in 
poverty, in a remote Welsh village, in his 
leaving an only daughter, 
whom he had not seen since her childhood, 
and who is married to Capt. Drury Lowe, 
of the nadier guards, 


whose son has now succeeded to the peerage, 
lived for a time in this country, first in Mel- 
ville, Ia., and also in New York. 

While here, the Hon. Henry Frank Sug- 
den’s drinking habite were such that it 
became necessary for his wife’s brother to 
come out from England to take her home. 

Subsequently a reconciliation took place, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Sugden lived together, 
until the former went into another spell of 
drunkenness, swallowing even methylated 
spirits when he could get nothing else. 

It was during one of his drunken fits that 
he had a battle royal with his wife, which 
resulted in blows given and received by 
both. 

The court decided that Mrs. Sugden had 
to a certain extent been justified in slapping 
her husband's face, and granted the decree 
of judicial separation for which she had 
petitioned, and at the same time confided the 
two children of the marriage to her custody. 

A -sister of these two precious scions of the 
British aristocracy, the Hon. Emma Sugden, 
is married to an American, of the name of 
George Reid, and makes her home in the 
United States. 

I may mention in connection with the cause 
célébre provoked by the, will of the first Lord 
St. Leonards, that a large number of the 
most eminent judges of the Supreme court 
of the united kingdom, and especially those 
presiding over the Court of Probate, have 
furnished much trouble to that particular 
court in connection with their testamentary 
dispositions. 

Appointed by the crown as the jurists best 
qualified to determine all controversies aris- 
ing in connection with wills, they seem one 


own particular wills in such a fashion as to 
avert legal proceedings on the subject after 
their death.

Lord Falmount, who is about to publish 
the memoirs of his celebrated ancestor Ad- 
miral Boscawen, one of the greatest naval 
commanders, of the first half of the eight-

For, while he succeeded his father as 
seventh Viscount Falmount, he became 
through the death of his mother, and as her 
heir, the twenty-fourth Baron Despencer, 
and possessor of a peerage which dates clear 
back to the reign of King John.

most sympathetié friend, he is known in Eng- 
lish society by the nickname of The Star,” 
a sobriquet that originated with a horse 
called Star of i..dia,” which belonged to 
his father, and about which he was often 
talking to his brother officers, 
How devoted he is to sport, and the extent 
to which he has inherited his father’s fond- 
ness for racing, may be gathered from the 
fact that within an hour after cabling to 
his father information of the Egyptian vic- 
tory of Tel-el-Kebir, in which he took part,, 
he received a telegram to say that his 
‘father’s horse “ Dutch Oven,” which had 
started as an extreme outsider, had won the 
St. Leger.
